Fort Erie adapts 
Official Plan to 
include medical 
marijuana facilities

Fort Erie’s economic out¬ 
look has grown a few shades 

The green seeds were 
planted Monday night by 
town council members who 
approved a bylaw amend¬ 
ment to the Town’s Official 
Plan to include the expan¬ 
sion of medical marijuana 
grow and production facili¬ 


ties into the area. 

This decision comes in 
response to accommodating 
the newly-approved and 
revised Marijuana forMedical 
Purposes Regulations. The 
MMPR were established in 
2001 and allowed those suf¬ 
fering from grave and debili¬ 
tating illnesses to access 
marijuana for medical use. 


Under these regulations, 
authorized users could grow 
their own medical marijuana 
in their homes and gardens. 

However, a number of 
health and safety concerns 
such as improper ventilation, 
and fire hazards arose within 
municipalities across 
Canada, including Fort Erie. 
The town report noted a 


licensing framework has 
been established to allow 
larger production, process¬ 
ing and distribution of dried 
marijuana for medical pur¬ 
poses.

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Province commits $26 million to new south Niagara hospital

The province has commit¬ 
ted $26.2 million toward the 
planning of a south Niagara 
hospital on the outskirts of 
Niagara Falls. 

Tile announcement was 
made Monday afternoon by 
Health Minister Deb 
Matthews, near a billboard 
touting a property at 
Montrose and Lyons Creek 
Rds. as the future home of a 
south Niagara hospital. 

The government said in 
November it was prepared to 
move forward with a plan¬ 
ning grant, but did not dis¬ 
close a dollar figure. 

"This is a giant step for¬ 


ward," said Matthews. "It has 
not been easy, it has not been 
smooth, but here we are 
today and I very much look 
forward to being here for the 
groundbreaking and then the 
official opening." 

The grant also supports 
two urgent-care centres in 
south Niagara. 

The planning process will 
define programs and services 
to be provided, as well as the 
size and site of the hospital 
and urgent-care centres. 

Newly appointed Niagara 
Health System chief execu¬ 
tive officer Kevin Smith - 
who has been the NHS super¬ 
visor since 2011-said the 
timeframe for construction 
could be 12 to 18 months. 


He said appropriate 
requests for proposals and 
clinical information, such as 
bed numbers, need to be 
considered prior to the build¬ 
ing of a new site. 

"The siting of urgent care 
will very much be associated 
with the planning for the new 
site," said Smith. 

He said it's too early to say 
what the final price tag for 
the entire project will be. 

Niagara Falls Mayor Jim 
Diodati said building the 
hospital is about creating 
efficiency, saving money and 
providing the most up-to- 
date and accessible health 
care for the residents of south 
Niagara.

Recommended by Smith 
in September 2012, a pro¬ 
posal for a south Niagara 
hospital made significant 
progress last year. 

Diodati announced in 
March the Grassl family, who 
are businesspeople from 
Toronto but who own land in 
Niagara Falls, agreed to 
donate 30 acres of serviced 
land at Montrose and Lyons 
Creek Rds. for the project. 

The Progressive 

Conservatives were the first 
provincial party to endorse 
the project. Party leader Tim 
Hudak called on the Liberals 
to approve a planning grant 
to get the process started, 
which the government did. 


The Local Health 
Integration Network then 
unanimously approved the 
recommended hospital's 
programs and services. 

The New Democratic Party 
supports the idea of a hospi¬ 
tal being built in Niagara 
Falls, but not closing other 
hospitals in Niagara. 

The NHS proposal is for a 
new south Niagara hospital 
to replace aging sites in 
Niagara Falls, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, Fort Erie, Welland 
and Port Colbome. 

Niagara Falls city council 
has agreed to commit $22 
million toward the project. 
Fort Erie town council has 
pledged $3 million.

Wednesday to report on the 
Economic Development and 
Tourism Corporation’s 2014 
operating budget. 

Town council approved 
the EDTC’s $630,787 grant 
request to be incorporated 
into the consolidated operat¬ 
ing budget and considered as 
part of the General Levy 
Operating Budget on Jan 29. 
The EDTC requested an 
additional $48,361 to replen¬ 
ish its reserve and $100,000

Industry has remained sta¬ 
ble emphasizing that manu¬ 
facturing in Niagara, espe¬ 
cially in Fort Erie, is “not 
dead”.

in fall 2013. 

About 17% per cent of Fort 
Erie's employers plan to hire 
for the first quarter of 2014, 
while 73% of Fort Erie’s 
employers plan to maintain 
their current staffing levels. 

The tourism sector is weak¬ 
ening, but has potential. 
Thibert says the Canadian 
Motor Speedway develop¬ 
ment presents huge potential 
to revitalize Fort Erie’s tour¬ 
ism product offering. In addi¬ 
tion, interest in the Crystal 
Beach area from within and 
around the GTA has increased 
steadily. 

The gaming industry is 
continually declining, how¬ 
ever; efforts remain ongoing 
by the FELRC in their endea¬ 
vour to secure the long-term 
viability of the Fort Erie Race 
Track.

When Marguerite Hanratty 
opened a letter she received 
last Wednesday, she imme¬ 
diately knew what the letter 
said was a scam. 

The Fort Erie resident said 
the letter allegedly came 
from JM Solicitors, a lawyer 
firm in Spain, which asked 


her to contact them because 
a person who bears the same 
surname as Hanratty has 
died and left behind $6 mil- 


that it was an amateur job,” 
Hanratty said. 

The letter asked Hanratty 
to pretend she was related to 
a deceased man so she could 
collect the money he left 
behind. 

“It said a man named Alex 
Hanratty was deceased. He 
and his family died in 2007 as 
a result of some sort of cata¬ 
clysm,” she said. 

"They want me to contact 
them even if they don’t think 


I’m related because they 
think I might be able to 
access the money,” she 

Hanratty wants the public 
to be aware of the letter she 
received so if someone else 
receives a similar letter, he or 
she will not be fooled by it. 

Sgt. Paul Spiridi of the 
Niagara Regional Police 
Central Fraud Unit said 
scams like the letter Hanratty 
received are starting to see a 
resurgence. 

“Groups used to send 
scams by letter, fax and then 
e-mail but e-mail filters are 
catching spam letters,” Spiridi 

“Most of the time, it will 


say something along the lines 
of John Doe has passed away 
and they haven’t been able to 
find the next of kin so they 
ask you to pose as the next of 
kin,” he added. 

After the initial letter is 
received, Spiridi said people 
who fall for the scam are 
asked to send money for a 
variety of reasons and scam¬ 
mers “continuously milk you 
for money.” 

The problem is that when 
someone receives a letter in 
the mail that is a scam, he or 
she can easily be convinced 

When people receive a let¬ 
ter that they believe to be a 
scam, Spiridi said it should

A pilot project could alle¬ 
viate some of the conges¬ 
tion at the Peace Bridge. 

Ron Rienas, the Buffalo 
and Fort Erie Public Peace 
Bridge Authority’s general 
manager, said a pilot proj¬ 
ect which will begin this 
month will test the feasibil¬ 
ity of relocating commer¬ 
cial inspection booths from 
the U.S. to Canada. The 
pilot project would allow 
U.S. officers to pre-inspect 
trucks entering into the 
U.S. from Canada. 

“We have seven com¬ 
mercial inspection booths 
and a very constrained 
plaza on the U.S. side," 
Rienas said. 

“If the pilot project is 
successful, it would mean 


we could construct 12 or 13 
booths on the Canadian 
side,” he added. 

Rienas said the pilot 
project is part of The 
Beyond the Border agree¬ 
ment between Canada and 
the U.S. The agreement 
calls for better coordina¬ 
tion at land border cross¬ 
ings between both coun- 

During the pilot project, 
thePeaceBridgeAuthorities 
will “ramp up” seasonal 
staff and the project will 
operate from Monday to 
Thursday during predeter¬ 
mined times, Rienas said. 

The pilot project will run 
until the end of 2014. If the 
project is successful, Rienas 
said a new pre-inspection

"I think it will be suc¬ 
cessful. What remains to be 
worked out between 
Canada and the U.S. are the 
legal issues related to U.S. 
officials working in 
Canada,” Rienas said.

Is it possible to catch an infection on an airplane or is it a myth?

“Did I catch this infection 
on the plane?” I wondered. 

often asked yourself this same 
question, particularly ifyou’ve 
landed in a tropical paradise 
and a cold is the last thing you 

So what is the risk of picking 
up a bug on a plane and how 
can you avoid it? And should 
airlines add something to a 


certain door? 

Dr. Jessica Nutik Zitter, a 
researcher at the University of 
California, San Francisco, 
studied 1,100 passengers trav¬ 
elling between San Francisco 
and Denver, Colorado, on 
planes that had newer air 
recirculating systems and 
those that use fresh air for 
ventilation. About 21% of pas¬ 
sengers aboard fresh air 
planes reported colds within 
one week, compared to 19% 
of those breathing recirculat¬ 
ed air. 

Dr. Derek Johnston, a spe¬ 
cialist in pediatric allergy and 
immunology at Temple 
University in Philadelphia, 
says, “It doesn’t matter if 
you’re breathing recirculated 
air or fresh air. If the germs are 
there, you’re going to get sick 
and it’s due to confined 

Airline officials agree the 


risk is proximity, and if you 
had 400 people sitting close 
together onthe Trans-Siberian 
Railway the same number 
would catch colds, namely 
about one in five who travel in 
confined space. 

So what can you do to avoid 
being the one in five that 
wished they had stayed home 
in the safety of their bed? 

Dr. Charles Gerba, at the 
University of Arizona, is an 
expert on what the medical 
community labels “fomites” 
namely objects that are liable 
to carry germs. He says the 
first thing to remember is that 
bugs are everywhere on the 

I always ask for an aisle seat 
as it’s easier to get up and 
walk around. But Gerber says 
that’s my first mistake, as it’s 
the seat most likely to be con¬ 
taminated. Just watch people 
going to the bathroom and 


later touching every aisle seat 
as they steady themselves 
walking back to their seats. 

Gerba relates the story of 
one flight. Passengers afflicted 
with norovirus caused such a 
lineup at the bathroom the 
flight had to make an emer¬ 
gency landing. Later, a study 
conducted by the Center for 
Disease Control, showed that 
those sitting in aisle seats were 
the ones more likely to have 
contacted a virus. 

But there is a ground zero” 
on every plane. The toilet It 
warrants the analytical eye of 
a Sherlock Holmes. Next time 
you’re on a plane do your own 
count, but normally there’s 
one toilet for every 50 passen¬ 
gers, and on some flights one 
for 75. Moreover, these toilets 
are used by hundreds of peo¬ 
ple daily. What awaits you are 
fecal bacteria, norovirus, sea¬ 
sonal flu and the common 


cold. 

Moreover, toilets in planes 
are small, making it even more 
diffi cult to perform routine 
hygienic measures. In fact, 
today with the epidemic of 
obesity it’s hard for some peo¬ 
ple to even squeeze through 
the door. Add to this small 
sinks which make it tedious to 
wash hands. Besides, Gerba 
cautions, even the sink may 
be contaminated. 

Fecal bacteria can also con¬ 
taminate your complimentary 
pillow and eating tray. In one 
study, Methicillin resistant 
Staphylococcus (MRSA), a 
deadly superbug, was found 
on 60 percent of airline trays. 
On a recent flight I noticed 
one couple cleaning their 
pull-down tray with Clorox 
wipes along with hand sani- 

You have to conclude that 
boarding a plane carries infec¬ 


tion risks. But it’s not Just the 
fault of airlines. Humans can 
be their own worst enemy by 
failing to wash hands after a 
bowel movement. In one 
study, medical students were 
stationed in a public wash¬ 
room during a medical con¬ 
vention. They reported that 50 
percent of physicians left the 
washroom without even turn¬ 
ing on the tap! And the con¬ 
vention was about infectious 
disease! 

Here’s a suggestion for air¬ 
lines to help eliminate the one 
in five of us who develop a 
cold. In all my travels I’ve yet 
to see a hand sanitizer outside 
the plane’s toilet door.

Dear Editor, 

I disagree with the 
Niagara Regional Police's 
decision to publish the 
names of individuals 
’charged’ (only) with DUI. 

This is excessive and 
even, I believe, contrary to 
the fundamental principle 
of our justice system of 
‘innocent until proven 
guilty! and that better that 
some guilty go ‘free’ than 
that one innocent be con¬ 
demned, as the police 
seem to suspect. 

I wonder whether it is 


even legal and constitu¬ 
tional; it is certainly a dero¬ 
gation from privacy rights 
whatever the legalities con- 

I also doubt that it has 
any deterrent value: if the 
already substantial list of 
reasons not to DUI (risks of 
getting caught, personal 
injury, injury to others, 
damaged car, insurance 
impact, potential legal pen¬ 
alties) does not deter, I 
doubt that ‘naming names’ 
will carry any weight what- 


Thus, I seriously question 
whether the police's deci¬ 
sion is right and just, or has 
any deterrent, or other, 
practical value—it may well 
even detract from the 
respect for its intended pur¬ 
pose, and the relevant laws 
existing. 

In sum, a misguided deci¬ 
sion at best, and contrary to 
the essence of our justice 
system. 

I would appreciate that 
this message be brought to 
the attention of the Police 
Services Board.

been taken out of supervi¬ 
sion, which it has been 
under for approximately two 
years. So while Smith is no 
longer the supervisor, the 
51-year-old Burlington resi¬ 
dent will continue with the 
NHS as its chief executive 
officer. 

The NHS has signed a 
management contract with 
St. Joseph's Health System in 
Hamilton, where Smith is 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive officer, allowing him to 
hold the Niagara job. 

Tve been so impressed 
by the region and by the 
degree of cohesion I have 
found trying to moving 
things forward,” said Smith 
in an interview after the 
announcement. 

He said he’s especially 
happy the province has com¬ 
mitted $26.2 million toward 
planning a south Niagara 
hospital in Niagara Falls. 

"I’m obviously very 
pleased the government of 
Ontario has made such a 
terrific investment in our 
planning grant,” Smith said. 
“Both in a new southern site, 
as well as two urgent-care 

"And I’m obviously glad to 
have the NHS out of supervi¬ 
sion, so the community- 
based board can get back to 
governing.” 

The province appointed 
Smith NHS supervisor in 
August 2011. 

The idea was for him to 
change the culture of the 
hospital system — which 
was being heavily criticized 
by many Niagara residents 
and politicians for not tak¬ 


ing public concerns into 
account when making con¬ 
troversial decisions. 

Smith spoke of his coming 
priorities, which he said 
include “building a system, 
not just building a hospital 
(and) working as aggressive¬ 
ly as we can on ... what the 
needs of patients across 
Niagara are.” 

He said a two-fold goal is 
an environment where 
patients “feel they’re getting 
the most sensitive, evidence- 
based care and where 
employees ... feel they're 
working for a great organiza- 

Earlier, Matthews said 
Smith has changed the cul¬ 
ture and the public’s percep¬ 
tion of the NHS in a good 

She said appointing a 
supervisor to oversee the 
operations of a hospital sys¬ 
tem is a last resort, but one 
she felt was necessary for 
the NHS in 2011. The NHS 
serves 434,000 residents 
across 12 municipalities. 

“I believe now that the 
people of Niagara have full 
confidence in Niagara 
Health System and that we 
are absolutely on the right 
track," she said.
